tion of the lights decided upon will now 
be at once procesded with. It must be 
conceded that the neighbouring Colony 
‘of Singapore is at present labouring 
under the official possession of a plethora 
of money, and the prompt prosecution of 
public works of acknowledged utility is: 
thereby materially facilitated. Indeed,

The opportune conjunction, in this part 
of the world, of certain eminent men who 
are avowedly animated by different fetlings 
toward eastern governments and people 
from those declared. by tho ‘majority of 
residents, bas. given rigs to consultations 
upon the expediency of forming an as- 
sooiation, the character of which shall bo 
indicated by the title of * The Friends of 
the East,” or some. kindred designation. 
Wo are informed that the project is so far 
advaticad that its—complction—may—be-re- 
garded aa a definite fact. Foremcat among 
those who- are interested in the organ- 
ization, and who aro willing to lend it their 
support and codperation, are General Grant, 
Governor Hennessy of Hongkong, and other 
gentlemen of prominent official and in. 
fiuential private station, Their names will 
be soflicient to command the respect and 
ure the attention of foreign communities 
“ibody whoue objects are believed to be 
in no sense unworthy of universal sympathy

It is not proposed, by those who have

arrive. The intention of the members will 
therefore be to extend intelligence, ‘in 
weatern countries, of theinjurious principles 
upon which eastern relations are maintained, 
of the burdens which the governments of 
remote Asia are made to endure; of the 
arbitrary and aggressive policy often 
pursued by diplomatic delegates, ‘causing 
the complete interruption of amicable com 
munications, and threatening an unappess- 
able enmity hereafter; of the dishonest prac- 
tices employed for the degradation ofnations 
through ‘tsi rulers; and of the fatal 
tendencies of these constant violations of 
official rectitude by agents who thas retard 
the civilization they profess to impersonate. 
With this-work, for the moment, they will
